His Frauds in the Oregon Mail 


Star“ Service Routes. 


Telegrams and Letters Showing the 
Manipulations of the Ring. 


How a Route Was Expedited From 
$8,288 to $72,520. 


Unearthing the Gigantic Star Swindle— 
The Ex-Senator From Arkansas 
Sued—Startling De- 
velopments. 


PORTLAND, OREGON, May 10.—Dispatches 
from Denver, Colorado, published yesterday, 
vive information that legal proceedings had 
been commenced there against Senator Dorsey, 
of Arkansas, now Secretary of the National Re- 
publican Committee, for services rendered to 
obtain an increase of mail service and get ad- 
ditional pay therefor on ‘‘Star Routes’’ in Or- 
egon. The announcement attracted much at- 
tention here; more so, from the fact that it 
was stated that the papers on which the suit 
had beeninstituted at Denver had been re- 
ceived at Denver from a well 
known attorney at Portland, and 
that the claimant was a well known politician 
here on Orgonian street. The history of it 
jully identified Ex-Senator Dorsey with the 
Star Route robbery. The claimant inthe suit is 
Frank D. Wilcox, who though formerly con- 
nected with politicsin Arkansas, has not ap- 
peared prominently in politics here. He went 
to Arkansas from Illinois in ’69 and became 


acquainted with Senator Dorsey there. He 
was Secretary of the State Republican Com- 
mittee of Arkansas, though he never held 
oftice, and bore a prominent partin the elec- 
tion of Dorsey tothe Senate. Desiring to get 
out of politics he left Arkansas and caine to Or- 
egon in 1877. Whenl Dorsey began to operate in 
‘Star Routes’’ in Oregon he remembered that 
Wilcox had come to this State, and as his rela- 
tions with him had been of the most intimiite 
kind hefixed upon Wilcox as the man to help 
him to work up to higher figures the mail routes 
in which he had become interested. Dorsey 
first telegraphed to parties in Portland to learn 
if Wilcox wasthere. Having ascertained that 
he was, he wrote him, stating 
what service he wanted performed, 
and directed him to go to Eugene City 
giving instructions atthe same time how to 
yet up the petitions, have them signed and 
make sub contracts] for carrying the mails. 
Petitions were to be forwarded to Washington 
to be use@ in getting the service and the pay 
increased, Forthe service required Wilcox 
was to regeive Sa day and expenses. Before 
Starting for Eugene City he had the following 
telegram? 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 26, 1879.—F. R. 
Wiicox: a my other letter written to Eugene 
City. Hare telegraphed money. Inquire at 
telegraph office. Go immediately.

RECEIVED DOKSEY’S OTHER LETTERS, 

with memoranda directing him howto pro- 
ceed. The route Dorsey first wished to operate 
on was out from Eugene City across the Cas- 
cade Mountains to Mitchellin eastern Oregon 
by way of Prinevale. The route is almost 


wholly unnecessary as itpasses through 
nearly uninhabited country, and the 
small centers of population on the 


east of the Cascade range are supplied by 
other routes. Dorsey drew up in his Own hand 
and forwarded to Wilcox the following form of 
petition on which signatures were to be ob- 
tained, which was forwarded to the Postmast- 
er-General: 

The undersigned, citizens of Bridge Creek, 
Oregon, beg to earnestly recommend to your 
favorable consideration an increase of mail 
service between Eugene City and this place to 
a daily line. and ask that the 
speed be greatly increased. This route 
supplies a large and rapidly increasin 1 
tion and is the sole means of — ntel- 
ligence to a great portion of Southern Oregon. 
We believe public interest will be greatly sub- 
served by an early. increase of this service and 
we earnestly recommend it.“ 

To this Dorsey added the following words of 
instruction to Wilcox: ‘‘Of course you want 
the wording as well as the hand — of 
each person to be as different as ssible.’’ 
Dorsey next proceeded to instruct Wilcox how 
<4 sub-let the route, as the following telegram 
shows: 

WASHINGTON, April 23, 1879.—To F. K, Wil 
cox, Eugene City: Make contract for Bridge 
Creek route for speed of 4½ miles an hour, 
three trips a week. No sub-contract to be 
filed, but payment tobe guaranteed by me 
personally. Make same contract on Looking 
Glass route. [Signed, ] S. W. DORSEY. 

The following was the next telegram received 
by Wilcox: 

ASHINGTON, April 28,1879.—To F.R. Wilcox: 
Make no compromise with sub-contractors. 
Must be absolutely new contract, with amount 
specially stated. Telegraph fully upon clos- 
ing contract. 

[Signed] S. W. DORSEY. 

Fearing that Wilcox would not fully under - 
stand, Dorsey, at a late hour on the same day, 
telegraphed as follows: 

WASHINGTON, D. Ges April 28, '79.—To F. R. 
Wilcox: A new contract becomes necessary 
because the old firm has been dissolved and 
the business passes into new hands. Must 
have new contract or no pay. Contract on 
Bridge Creek route forthree, six and seven 
times on schedule, four milesan hour. Also 
same on Looking Glass route. Telegraph me 
fully before closing any contract, Deal with 
responsible men.’’

INDIAN DEPREDATIONS, 


Much Excitement in Colorado over a Mur- 
der by the Redskins, 


DENVER, May 10.—The News furnishes the 
following additional information regarding the 
depredations of the Indians. The Governor's 
telegram was dated Durango, and said the In- 
dians committed the murders. The ranch was 
the property of John Thurman. Upon receipt 


of the telegram the Governor telegraphed 
the purport to Gen. Pope, and also sent 
a carrier from the end of the telegraph office 
to Durango to ascertain the truth—what band 
of Indians and how many of them were en- 
gaged in the murder, and also if Chief Ignacio 
was at the Southern Agency with the main 
body of the tribe. No reply can possibly be 
received until to-morrow afternoon. 
It is thought the murder may be 
committed by renegate Indians located in the 
southwestern corner of Colorado and Utah, who 
recognize no chief and whose depredations in 
the past have been terrible. If these Indians 
belong to Ignacio’s tribe, then the situation is 
considered asvery serious anda universal out- 
break may be expected an moment, 
as when the news reached them 
of the indictment of four Indians for the mur- 
der of Jackson. Indications seem to be that 
they will immediately take the war path. 
General Pope answers the Governor saying 
the report seems incredible, as Durango is 
only fourteen miles from Ft. Lewis where four 
companies of infantry and one of cavalry are 
stationed and if the outbreak had occurred as 
far back as Mav5, he would have been notified 
by the commander of Fort Lewis, and states 
that the reports received by him to-day fram 
the Uncompah at theWnite River Agencies, 
indicate everything peaceable. Nine compan- 
ies of regular troops left Kansas City for Un- 
compahgre to-day.

the peasants for land received at 
the time of the emancipation of

The ukase will decree 
that the proprietors and peasants may come to 
a voluntary agreement for a complete transfer 
of the ownership to peasants until Jan. 1, 1883, 
when the period obligatory transfer will begin.

000 roubles annually to indemnify 
the proprietors for the reduce 
payments received fromthe accumulated pro- 
fits of State banks, now amounting to about

ST. HELENA. 


Notes of a Recent Visit to the Tomb of 
the Great Napoleon. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 

In June, 1878, having spent the preceding 
six months in France and Germany, I con- 
cluded to pay a visit to St. Helena, and did so. 
Iremained on the island until late in July of 
the same year. [shall never forget my feel- 
ings on the morning of June 21 when we 
sighted the historical island from the deck of 
our floating hospital, for during our passage 
more than half our crew of 240 men were at- 
tacked by fever, and hence our prospects 
seemed almost as gioomy as were those of 
Napoleon when from the English frigate 
Northumberland he first saw St. Helena 
sixty-three years before. About noon we 
anchored at Jamestown, and an hour later a 


passing steamer from the Cape of Good Hope 
signaled us the news of the death ofthe 


French Prince Imperial in South Africa. 
Before speaking of Longwood and other 
— intimately associated with Napoleon’s 
ast years, it may be well to give an idea of 
the general appearance of St. Helena. It is a 
volcanic island, nine miles long from east to 
west, by five miles wide, rising from 
one of the deepest parts of the At- 
lantic, about three thousand miles from 
the nearest point of Europe.- It is directly in 
the line of tne soutbenst trade winds, and be- 
ing nearly always shrouded in the fleecy 
clouds characteristic of trade belts—it is 
rarely seen at any crest distance. But should 
the weather be ciear, as Was the ease on the 
occasion uf our approach, its height of 6,000 
feet makes it visibie for thirty or forty miles. 
The shores of the island are nearly vertical, 
resembling walls of brownish stone, and are 
cut out here and there by narrow valleys 
sloping rapidly froin the highlaud in the in- 
terior down to the sea. Along one of these 
Valleys stretches the village of Jamestowa, 
claiming to contain 3,000 inhabitants—about 
one half of the whole population of the island. 
The entrance to the town is by an arebed 
gateway through the walis of a stone fort, 
built directly across the mouth of the valley, 
about fifty yards from the water. Thetop of 
the fort bristled with rows of cannon cf an 
ancient pattern, said to be the same guns that 
guarded the approach to Jamestown during 
Napoleon’s captivity, while at intervals 
of a few yards red-coated sentries pace 
back and forth over their well-trodden 
posts. Passing through the gate we find 
two rows of small stone buildings scattered 
along a single street for a mile or more, while 
on each side rise natural walls of rock from 
1,000 to 1,500 feet high. The extreme width 
of the valley is probably not greater than 60) 
feet, and as its direction is nearly north and 
south the sun shines down into it only for two 
or three hours during the middle of the day. 
About a quarter of a mile from the gate we 
came to a short side street, diverging to the 
left, aud soon losing itself in a zigzag road 
leading up the valley’s side. It was along 
this road that Napoleon, after spending a 
single night in Jamestown, rode on the morn- 
ing of October 10, 1815, to inspect his future 
home at Longwood. Half a mile from the 
town the road passes the estate of The 
Briars,“ the appearance of whichso much 
pleased the Emperor that he requested and 
was allowed the use of a pavilion belonging 
to the house until Longwood could be pre- 
pared for his reception. The Briars estate, 
then the property of Mr. Balcombe, is at the 
head of the James Valley, on a little knoll 
sufliciently high to give you an excellent view 
of the wholeisland. The surroundings were 
ornamented by numerous walks shaded by 
magnificent trees and beautiful gardens. Na- 
poleon became much attached to the place 
and spent much of his time there. The 
rooms of the building now contain a large 
mirror, framed in ebony, and other articles of 
household furniture used by the Emperor. 
The estate has since changed owners and now 
belongs to Mr. Mars, one of the wealthiest 
merchants of Jamestow1, whose bospitality 
we frequently enjoyed during our stay onthe 
island. Leaving The Briars,“ the road con- 
tidues along the eastern wail of the valley for 
a quarter of a mile, gently ascending toward 
the more level summit of the island, and 
there curving toward the east follows a wind- 
ing éourse through a forest of stunted pines. 
At a distance of about three miles from the 
town the road suddenly emerges from the 
forest and discloses a magnificent view of 
he Valley of the Tomb,’’ a deep, narrow 
gorge opening at our feet. Near by a sign- 
board bearing the words, *“*To Napoleon's 
Tomb,’’ points down a zigzag path, while 
across the valley in plain view stands the 
cluster of white houses at Longwood. For 
a few moments we gazed upon the historical 
building, while thesetting sun painted them 
with its rays of gold, and then slowly descend- 
ed towards the tomb. Long before we had 
reached the noor of the valley we ciught a 
glimpse of the prostrate stone slab and iron 
railing Which marks the spot where Napo- 
leon's rested for nearly twenty years. The 
tomb is square in shape, nearly thirty feet 
deep, and thickly walled with cemented stane. 
At its head stands two weeping willows, 
under whose shade the emperor often sat 
during the weary years of his exile. The 
trees are now nearly stripped of their bark 
and smaller limbs, and show indubitable ev- 
idence of tie ravages of memento-seeking 
visitors. Hastening on, we arrived at Long- 
wood while yet the sun shone upon the high- 
est points of the island, and were hastily 
shown through the seven rooms of the house 
by the French sous officer in charge. Ona 
subsequent visit I inspected the building 
more carefully and rode over the surrounding 
estate. Ina little room, perhaps thirty feet 
by twenty, a tablet on the wall bears the fol- 
lowing inscription in French and English: 
% n the 5th of May, 1821, the Emperor 
preathed his last in this room.“ The spot 
were the iron Hed-stead upon which he died 
was placed, is now inclosed by a wooden rail- 
ing, und its head marked by a marble bust of 
Napoleon, from a plaster cast taken after 
death. The Longwood estate contains in all 
nearly fifteen hundred acres, the nearest ap- 
proach to Jevel land that the isiand affords. 
A few yards north of Longwood House“ is 
“New Longwood,” in process of construction 
at the time of the Emperor’s death, but now 
‘in a dilapidated state, and beyond this rises 
the gentle, sloping plain of Deadwoods, the 
camp ground of his English guards.

The Lobby at Washington.

We are continually hearing of the lobby at 
Washington, and most persons unacquainted 
with it and the peculfar features of that city 
imagine the lobby to be a number of shrewd, 
clever, unprincipled men, who, if they had 
any moral principle, would be capable of bet- 
ter things. Everybody who has been brought 
in contact with them knows that. But they 
are, as arule, far from clever. He who sees 
the fellows ordinarily included in the lobby 
is aware that they area shabby and a sorry 
lot. They are,for the most part, made up 
of inferior, broken down politicians, bar- 
room loungers, vulgar sporges, miscellaneous 
windbags, humbugs, and hangers on, who 
would not, it might be supposed, have any 
influence whatever with any man of sense or 
character. How such creatures can help any 
bill, or hinder any measure, would be incred- 
ible if the fact were not indisput- 
able. They contrive by sheer push and 
impudence to impress a certain number of 
members of Congress, and to delude them 
with the notion that they are of importance. 
One oftheir invariable assumptions is that 
they have great influence with the leading 
newspapers, members of the Cabinet, promi- 
nent Senstors and citizens all over the United 
States. They are forever bragging and lying 
of what they have done, can do, and will do; 
and by the mere foree of iteration induce 
not a few inexperienced persons to believe 
them. The impudence of some of the lobby- 
ists is amazing. They go from hotel to hotel, 
from bar-room to bar-room, swaggering and 
hoasting with all their might and laboring to 
persuade those they meet that they really 
carry Weight. And the wonder Is that they 
succeed with a certain class. Lobbyists who 
have not position enough or eredit enough to 
get ahat or coat on trust will teil vou what 
they are doing for some able and dignified 
Senator; that they are looking after his in- 
terests; that they are directing his mind, 
and so forth. Sumner, Chase, Stanton, even 
Lincoln himself, used to be remotely patron- 
ized by such fellows. To-day they are strut- 
ting up and down Pennsylvania avenue, cel- 
ling of the zood counsel they have given Gar- 
field; of the blunder Blaine would have made 
but for tbem; how tbey helped Evarts out of 
a quandary; of the valuable points that they 
furnished to Alexander H. Stephens, ete. In 
all probabili'y.the boasters have no acquain- 
tance with the men thev prate of, and would 
not be recognized should thev speak to them. 
Despite their shallowness, ignorance, and to- 
tal lack of character, they manage to live by 
lobbvirg, when it would be thought that thev 
must sturve to dezth. None of them are like- 
iy to get any money ahead—vagabonds and 
swindlers seldom do—but they keep up their 
wretched shams year after year, and impose 
on many more people thanany wise man 
would think possible. The rank and file of 
the Washington lobby is composed of irre- 
trievable dead-beats.

This solitary Grand Lama 
kind of performance cannot be very amusing 
to this kindly, gentle, amiable lady. She is, I 
am told, a most aecomplished dancer, despite 
her lameness. But, of ali the recreations of 
her life, shé most enjoys driving in the park. 
In ber little victoria, with her dame de cam- 
pagnie beside her, she is free to enjoy the 
testimonials of affection and enthusiasm that 
mect her everywhere, and no one that notes 
the gracious smile and bow wherewith she 
returns every salutation can doubt her de- 
light at her own popularity.

The new Empress has 
pretty ways and is a charmingly pretty 
woman, AtChristmas she gives nursery par- 
ties for the children of the poor quarters of 

St. Petersburg, but holds in nervous horror 

Democracy, Socialism, Republicanism, and, 

indeed, all those robust, overpowering forces 

of our time. Her weak pbysical organization 
is not equal to the crisis which she and her 
husband have to face. She is now in mortal 
terror lest the Nihilists should, as they 
threatened before the execution of the five, 
ayenge on her children the death of Sophie 

Perowsky. It would have been good policy 

to have made a hostage of that extraordinary 

heroine, whois already regarded, it appears, 
as a martyr by the discontented classes in 

Russia, high and low. Her posthumous in- 

fluence and prestige are said to be immense. 

Although political assassination is not acrime 

that tempts French men and women, adiira- 

tion is expressed everywhere for Sophie Pe- 
rowsky, of whom the 3 Vicountess de 

Rainneville, a leader of fashion in the Or- 

leanistic part ot the Fauoburg St. Ger- 

main, was a first cousin. The uncle of 

Sophie was also the first tutor of 

the present Czar, and an intimate 

friend of Muriavieff. It is whispered, too, in 

Madame de Rainneville’s drawing-room that 

the Nihilist heroine was a natural daughter 

of Alexander II. Be this as it may, she would 
not have joined in her sixteenth year the Nihil- 

ists, and set out from a luxurious home on a 

self-imposed mission, had it not been that 

General Mouriavieff was the butcher of Po- 

land.“ Her hand was destined by her parents 

to Constantine, the General’s son. Sophie 
recoiled from the marriage. A teacher be- 
loved by her was a Polish lady, who had seen 
the Warsaw atrocititics which Mouriavieff 
perpetrated. Mile. Perowsky at that time 
had eyes of sapphire, golden hair, and a com- 
plexion of such delicacy that a rose petal only 
ufforded a standard of comparisonifor it. She 
had a naive, innocent, wondering expression 
in her young face, whieh confirmed the sus-

she was quite a big gir!. Her forehead was 

vast almost to deformity, and the mouth 
beautifully and firmly modelled,fhough some- 

What rose-bud.““ She was at the head of 

her class alwavs at school, but from generos- 

ity refused to compete for prizes. 

Her parents, when she came bome, préssed 
her to become the wife of the promising 
voung official whom they had _ destined 
for her husband. Sbe refused. They con- 
tinued to press. She disappeared, taking 
no money but her on small savings with 
her. Letters were occasionally received. 
They were sent in some mysterious way and 
stated that she was well and happy. As she 
was a girlhof slender form, and apparently 
delicate organization, it never occurred to 
them that she had embraced a life of the most 
fearful hardsbip. J ey imagined that she 
bad run away with some married man who 
was keeping her hidden. She was not. This 
beautiful voung cresture was braving every 
ill to which poverty-stricken humanity is 
liable to instil socialistic doctrines into the 
minds of peasants and working-folk. 
She worked with her hands for subsistence, 
choosing the tasks Which were most likely to 
bring ber into contact with those socially 
lowest and most burdened with misery.

The 
news fell like a thunderbolt five years ago 
that she was arrested by the police under the 
charge of heading a Socialist and Democratic 
propaganda in the southeastern provinces.

Whenshe escap- 
ed and got to St. Petersburg she fell in with 
Hartmann, with whom she became the iati- 
mate associate, but not the mistress. They 
lived together for afew years. Sophie was 
stpposed to be a Washerwoman and he a 
mechanic.

A Friend 's Reminiscences in the Portland Press. 

I once shared his room and bed at a miser- 
erable tavern in Oxford county.

Artemus was known in the family and

I do not remember to have ever seen any 
noticezof Artemus’ happy use of pantomime 
in his humorous moods among his friends and 
associates. There was an unapproachable 
eloquence sometimes in it.

The obstinate fellow gave 
way, and laughed and kicked like a delighted 
schoolboy. Artemus celebrated his victory by 
coolly announcing to his audience: Ladies 
and gentlemen, this will terminate the first 
act, and we will drop the curtain for a few 
moments: while the scenery is being arranged 
for the next act the lecturer will take occasiou 
to ‘go out and see a man;’’’ and with perfect 
sang froid he left the platform for the ante- 
room, where he quietly refreshed himself 
with—weak tea and a cracker, and gleefully 
told the story of his contest. 

Half a dozen ofhis associates were sitting 
one day in his room at the village hotel where 
he boarded, when an old woman drove up to 
tbe store opposite with a pair of donkeys—. 
jack and jenny—hitched to a little wagon. 
Jack was the noisiest brute in the country. 
He had a voice worse than the handle of the 
town pump on a frosty morning and was 
proud of it.

Postal Facilities in Russia. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Russia is far behind the rest of Europe in 
the matter of postal intercourse. While in 
Ergland thirty letters are annually trans- 
mitted for each individual of the population, 
in Germany fourteen and in France thirteen, 
the number sent in Russia does not allow one 
letter for exch inhabitant. Three causes 
chiefly account for this fact: the unscrupu- 
lous inspection to which a letter is officially 
subjected upon the slightest provocation, the 


low order of general intelligence, and the 
lack of postal facilities. 


There are towns in 
Russia where letters are delivered only once 
a month, and in some of the largest provin- 
cial towns there is a post only twice a week. 
At present the gross revenue of the depart- 
ment is 14, 000, 000 roubles, which just about 
‘eovers the expenditure.

STEAMBOATMEN about the falls are begm- 
ning to squeal about the proposed bridge 
across the Ohio atthe west end of the city.

The Murderer of Dora Broemser Once More 
ou 


Trial for His Life. , 

When Judge Laughli signed the minutes of 
the CriminaiCourt this morning Special Judge 
G. H. Burckhartt of Huntsville, Randolph 
county, ascended the bench and called the 
case of Charles F. Kring, charged with murder 
in the first degree. The crime for which Kring 


goes to trial was committed about 8 o’clock on 


the night of January 5, 1875 when Mrs, 
Dora Broemser was fatally shot i an alley 
between Fourteenth and Fifteenth and How- 


ard and Mulamphy streets, a few feet from the 
rear entrance to her home. She was a married 
woman and at the timein a delicate condition, 
Charles F. Kring, the accused, had written her 
many letters of love and that night called to 
Kring but was finally 
— — — 
Sister - in law, Amanda Broemser, was 
with the defendant. When she came down 
they walked off a few feet 
a — Se 42 they ca 
to where Amanda Broe ’ 
cording to her tessimony, asked Mrs. Broem- 
ser if she would ma him. She answered 1 
am already married. He said he wanted a 
definite answer, and she said i3 she answered 
110 he would shoot her on the spet. He denied 
teus and invited her to search han. She then 
re plied ‘‘no,’” and almost instantly he shot 
her twice, oneein the breast antonce in the 
thisy>h. A few minutes later Kring surrendered 
himself at the police station. 

Mrs. Broemser, with her babe - wich, in the 
opinion of the 2123 was prematurely 
born on accoun of the shock died few days 
after. Kring was arraigned in the Criminas 
Court and convicted of murder in the first de- 

„December 2.1073. On FebruarySfollow- 
ng he was sentensed to be hung Mirch 21, 
1876. The case was remanded by the Supreme 
Court, since which Ame Kring has had three 
mistrials, and was ence’ sentenced to twenty 
five years in the penXentiary. This sentence 
was set aside, and Kung gees to trial fos’ the 
tifth time. 

Circuit Attorney Hamis introduced Mr. 
Charles F. Joy to assist the State in the pwos- 
ecution; Messrs. Hay, Seward and Jones: ap- 
pear tor the défense.
